OVERLAND PARK, Kansas 
(AP) — Three people died 
Sunday after shootings at 
a Jewish community cen¬ 
ter campus and retirement 
community in suburban 
Kansas City, and a 15-year- 
old boy is in critical condi¬ 
tion. 

Overland Park city spokes¬ 
man Sean Reilly said two 
people died at the Jew¬ 
ish Community Center of 
Greater Kansas City cam¬ 
pus in Overland Park and 
one was killed at Village 
Shalom, which is a retire¬ 
ment community that is 


several blocks away from 
the center. A 15-year-old 
boy who was brought from 
the scene is in critical con¬ 
dition, Overland Park Medi¬ 
cal Center spokeswoman 
Christine Hamele said. 

One person of interest is in 
custody. Overland Park Fire 
Department spokesman 
Jason Rhodes said. 
Authorities didn’t immedi¬ 
ately release further details 
about the shootings, in¬ 
cluding whether the center 
and retirement community 
were targeted because of 
religion. 

Overland Park police re¬ 
ceived multiple calls at 


about 1 p.m. Sunday, pub¬ 
lic information officer Gary 
Mason said in a news re¬ 
lease. A news conference 
was held Sunday evening. 
The Jewish Community 
Center of Greater Kan¬ 
sas City in Overland Park 
posted on its Facebook 
page Sunday afternoon 
that a “shooting incident” 
happened near its White 
Theater entrance. A sec¬ 
ond, later post said that no 
shooting occurred inside, 
but in a parking lot. 
“Everyone participating 
in JCC programming has 
been released to their 
homes,” the center said on 


Facebook. 

St. Louis resident Kristy 
Straeb, 47, said her sister-in- 
law Stacie Ventimiglia was 
at the center's pool with a 
friend and four little girls un¬ 
der the age of 7 for a swim¬ 
ming lesson, which ended 
about 12:45 p.m. Straeb 
said they decided at the 
last minute to get the girls 
showered. 

“They had just gotten the 
four babies naked, and 
somebody yelled into the 
family locker room, ‘We 
have an active shooter 
situation. You need to get 
safe,”' Straeb said. 

The women got into a cub¬ 


by area and were “ready 
to push the little girls into 
4 empty lockers,” Straeb 
said. She noted that the 
women and their children 
were not harmed and left 
the center about 2:45 p.m. 
Sunday. 

There was a heavy police 
presence at the campus, 
which spans several acres 
in an affluent area of John¬ 
son County, Kansas. The 
entrance to the campus 
is blocked off. Police have 
also taped off the en¬ 
trance to Village Shalom, 
and several patrol cars and 
a crime scene unit van are

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Obama, Republicans compete for support among women

WASHINGTON (AP) — Af¬ 
ter months on the defen¬ 
sive over his health law, 
a more combative Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama has 
emerged to fight about 
gender politics, leading to 
an election-year competi¬ 
tion with Republicans for 
support from women. 

No single group will be 
more important to Demo¬ 
crats’ fortunes, say White 
House advisers, than un¬ 
married women, who are 
likely to favor Democrats 
— if they vote, and that’s 
far from certain when trust 
in Washington is low. 

The president is trying to 
convince women that 
Democrats are more con¬ 
cerned about improving 
their financial standing in 
difficult economic times, 
and he charges Republi¬ 
cans with standing in the 
way. “Republicans in Con¬ 
gress have been gumming 
up the works," he said at 
a White House event on 
equal pay for women and 
men. 

“This isn't just about treating 
women fairly. This is about 
Republicans seemingly op¬ 
posing any efforts to even 
the playing field for work¬ 
ing families," Obama said. 
Republicans say they have 
learned important lessons 
from previous elections 
where women helped put 
Obama and other Demo¬ 
crats in office. This year, 
the GOP is promising an 


aggressive counterattack 
ahead of the November 
elections when control of 
Congress will be at stake. 
Republicans are expect¬ 


ed to retain their majority 
in the House of Represen¬ 
tatives, but hope to gain 
the six seats they need to 
take control of the Sen¬ 
ate. If they succeed, they 
could effectively thwart 


Obama’s legislative agen¬ 
da for the last two years of 
his term. 

The Republican National 
Committee plans a new 


initiative, “14 in ‘14,” to re¬ 
cruit and train women un¬ 
der age 40 to help spread 
the party’s message in the 
final 14 weeks of the cam¬ 
paign. 

Representatives from all 


the party committees — 
the RNC and those sup¬ 
porting Republican can¬ 
didates for Senate, House, 
governors and state legis¬ 


lators — meet regularly to 
plan strategy and advise 
candidates. 

They are encouraging 
candidates to include 
their wives and daughters 
in campaign ads, have 


women at their events and 
build a Facebook-like in¬ 
ternal database of wom¬ 
en willing to campaign on 
their behalf. 

Responding to Obama’s 
equal pay event. Repub¬ 
licans cried hypocrisy and 
pointed out that women 
on average make less than 
men on the White House 
staff. When the Senate vot¬ 
ed on an equal pay mea¬ 
sure the next day, every 
Republican voted no and 
said existing law already 
protects women from be¬ 
ing paid less than men. 

The Republican Party com¬ 
mittees are circulating fig¬ 
ures showing that poverty 
among women has risen 
during Obama’s time in of¬ 
fice, while women’s aver¬ 
age wages have dropped. 
They say they are target¬ 
ing older women, who 
are more likely to vote Re¬ 
publican than younger 
women. They say they will 
continue to press the case 
that Obama's signature 
health care reform law has 
increased costs for some 
people and affected their 
health care plans. 

“It feels to us like the White 
House and Democrats 
are making decisions on 
legislation and messag¬ 
ing priorities based on the 
fact that they have to talk 
about anything but Obam- 
acare to appeal to their 
depressed base," said Re¬ 
publican National Commit¬ 
tee spokeswoman Kirsten 
Kukowski. □

Top Democrat: Republican base ‘animated by racism’

WASHINGTON (AP) — An 

overhaul to the broken U.S. 
immigration system remains 
stalled because “the Re¬ 
publican base does have 
elements that are animat¬ 
ed by racism,” the head 
of the committee to elect 
Democratic lawmakers to 
the House said Sunday. 
Rep. Steve Israel’s com¬ 
ments are in line with those 
from House Democratic 
Leader Nancy Pelosi ear¬ 
lier this week, in which she 
blamed racial issues for 
Republicans' failure to act 


on comprehensive immi¬ 
gration legislation. Asked 
about Pelosi’s comments. 
New York’s Israel said he 
agreed with her assess¬ 
ment. 

“To a significant extent, 
the Republican base does 
have elements that are an¬ 
imated by racism. 

And that's unfortunate,” 
said Israel, who heads the 
Democratic Congressional 
Campaign Committee. 
Frustration is mounting 
among the House’s Dem¬ 
ocratic minority and im¬ 
migration activists about 
Republicans’ refusal to act 


on a far-reaching immi¬ 
gration bill passed by the 
Senate last year with bi¬ 
partisan support. The Sen¬ 
ate bill would provide a 
path to citizenship for the 
estimated 11 million immi¬ 
grants living in the country 
illegally and tighten border 
security. 

Republicans remain wary 
of a contentious debate 
on the divisive issue, which 
could anger their core vot¬ 
ers and undercut poten¬ 
tial electoral gains in the 
November elections when 
control of Congress will be 
at stake. 


“I think race has something 
to do with the fact that 
they’re not bringing up an 
immigration bill," Pelosi told 
reporters Thursday. 

Pelosi was responding to 
a question about whether 
race factors into how Re¬ 
publicans deal with mem¬ 
bers of the Obama ad¬ 
ministration. She accused 
Republicans of being gen¬ 
erally disrespectful to mem¬ 
bers of the administration 
and to women. 

Oregon Rep. Greg Walden, 
who heads the Republican 
committee to elect House 
members, said blaming 


racism was “both wrong 
and unfortunate.” He said 
his Republican colleagues 
have been critical of Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama and 
his party on policy grounds, 
not racial ones. 

“You know, there have 
been a lot of executive 
overreaches by this admin¬ 
istration," said Walden who 
leads the National Repub¬ 
lican Congressional Com¬ 
mittee. 

“The American people just 
want to know the truth. 
... They want to know an¬ 
swers. And that’s all we’re 
trying to do.”Q

— Federal investigators said 
Sunday that they haven’t 
found physical evidence 
confirming a witness' claim 
that a FedEx truck was on 
fire before it slammed into 
a bus carrying high school 
students, killing 10 people 
in Northern California. 
National Transportation 
Safety Board member 
Mark Rosekind said that 
investigators are not ruling 
out a pre-impact fire, but 
a fire specialist did not find 
evidence of flames as the 
truck crossed a median, 
sideswiped a Nissan Altima 
and crashed into the bus. 
“This is all preliminary and 
factual information,” Rose- 
kind said at a news confer¬ 
ence. “We are not ruling 
anything out." 

The bus was carrying South¬ 
ern California high school 
students to a campus tour 
of Humboldt State Univer¬ 
sity. Five students, three 
adult chaperones and 
both drivers died in Thurs¬ 
day’s collision in Orland, a 
small city about 100 miles 
(160 kilometers) north of 
Sacramento. Dozens were 


injured with cuts and burns. 
The driver of the Altima, 
who survived with minor in¬ 
juries, told investigators and 
reporters Saturday that she 
had seen flames emerg¬ 
ing from the lower rear of 
the truck’s cab as it ap¬ 
proached her car. The bus 
was gutted and the truck 
was a mangled mess after 
an explosion sent flames 
towering and black smoke 
billowing, making it difficult 
for investigators to track 
the source of the fire. 
Rosekind said a blood test 
of the FedEx truck driver 
could indicate whether 
he inhaled smoke before 
his death. A family mem¬ 
ber told the Sacramento 
Bee that the truck driver 
was Tim Evans, 32, of Elk 
Grove, California. The big¬ 
gest questions for investiga¬ 
tors include why the truck 
had left its lane and left no 
tire marks, suggesting the 
driver did not brake. The 
investigation will review 
maintenance records and 
the driver's medical history, 
experience and poten¬ 
tial impairment. The bus’ 
black box-style electronic 
control module was recov¬ 
ered and will be analyzed. 
The truck's device was 


destroyed, but other steps 
will be taken to analyze its 
speed and maneuvering. 


Beyond the cause of the 
crash, the NTSB will ex¬ 
amine if any of its safety 


recommendations would 
have reduced the death 
and injury toll. □ 



‘Bully’ calls sentence unfair 


SOUTH EUCLID, Ohio (AP) 

— An Ohio man who spent 
hours on a street corner 
Sunday with a sign declar¬ 
ing he's a bully says that 
the punishment in a disor¬ 
derly conduct case was 
unfair and that the judge 
who sentenced him has ru¬ 
ined his life. 

Sixty-two-year-old Edmond 
Aviv mostly ignored honk¬ 
ing horns and people who 
stopped by to talk with him 
in South Euclid, the North¬ 
east Ohio Media Group re¬ 
ported. 

“The judge destroyed me," 
Aviv said. “This isn’t fair at 
all.” 

The sentence stemmed 
from a neighborhood dis¬ 
pute in which a woman 
said Aviv had bullied her 
and her disabled children 
for years. 

Aviv pleaded no contest to 
a misdemeanor disorderly 
conduct charge, and Mu¬ 


nicipal Court Judge Gayle 
Williams-Byers ordered him 
to display the sign for five 
hours Sunday as part of his 
sentence. 

The judge selected the 
wording for it: 

“I AM A BULLY! I pick on 
children that are disabled, 
and I am intolerant of 
those that are different 
from myself. My actions do 
not reflect an appreciation 
for the diverse South Euclid 
community that I live in." 
Aviv arrived at the corner 
with the sign just before 9 
a.m. Sunday. 

Within a couple of minutes, 
a passing motorist honked 
a car horn. Later in the 
morning, he was sitting in 
a chair holding the hand- 
lettered sign in front of him. 
Dozens of drivers honked 
their horns and some 
passers-by yelled at him. 
Some pedestrians took

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Sebelius says Health 
care online launch 
was ‘terribly flawed’

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

Obama administration’s 
timeline for having ready

The departing health chief 
also said the two months 
when the federal health- 
care.gov website was 
plagued with technical 
problems were “a pretty 
dismal time" and the low 
point of her five-year ten¬ 
ure.

lions of Americans now 
have access to health care 
because of it. 

“People have competitive 
choices and real informa¬ 
tion for the first time ever in 
this insurance market," said 
Sebelius, who last week an¬ 
nounced her resignation. 
Republicans demanded 
that Sebelius resign last 
October after the flawed 
launch of the health 
care reform law which is 
Obama’s signature domes¬ 
tic policy achievement. 
They have tried to make 
“Obamacare" the key is¬ 
sue in November’s national 
election when control of

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Congress will be at stake. 
Sebelius acknowledged 
the rocky rollout for the on¬ 
line sign-up system fraught 
with technical problems 
that left Americans frustrat¬ 
ed. 

“Clearly, the estimate that 
it was ready to go Oct. 1 
was just flat out wrong,” Se¬ 
belius said. 

HealthCare.gov was en¬ 
visioned as the principal 
place for people to buy 
insurance from private 
companies — made more 
affordable by government 
subsidies —under Obama’s 
health care law. But its first 
few weeks were an embar¬ 
rassment for the administra¬ 
tion and its allies, resulting in 
a drop in the polls for Dem¬ 
ocrats and a revival of Re¬ 
publican prospects in the 
2014 election even though 
the party was blamed for 
last year’s unpopular par¬ 
tial government shutdown. 
“Well, I think there’s no 
question — and I’ve said 
this many times — that the 
launch of the website was 
terribly flawed and terribly 


difficult,” Sebelius said. 
Obama set a Dec. 1 dead¬ 
line to have the website 
repaired, a move that left 
Sebelius nervous, she said. 
“Having failed once at the 
front of October, the first 
of December became a 
critical juncture,” she said. 
“That was a pretty scary 
date.” Sebelius' resignation 
comes just a week after 
sign-ups for insurance cov¬ 
erage on federal and state 
exchanges ended, enroll¬ 
ing 7.1 million people and 
exceeding initial expecta¬ 
tions. Enrollment has since 
increased to 7.5 million as 
people were given extra 
time to complete applica¬ 
tions. 

The departing secretary 
said she decided after the 
2012 presidential election 
that she wanted to leave 
the administration but de¬ 
cided to stay through the 
initial sign-up period for the 
new health care program. 
Sebelius said Obama did 
not try to convince her to 
stay through the end of his 
term.Q

Federal land managers say 
“escalating tensions” led 
them to release all 400 or 
so head of cattle rounded 
up on public land in south¬ 
ern Nevada from a rancher 
who has refused to recog¬ 
nize their authority in a dis¬ 
pute that drew hundreds of 
protesters to his defense. 
Some of the protesters, in¬ 
cluding right-wing militia 
members, were armed 
with handguns and rifles at 
corrals outside Mesquite in 
southern Nevada on Sat¬ 
urday and at an earlier 
nearby rally to demand the 
animals’ return to rancher 
Given Bundy. 

The federal Bureau of Land 
Management issued a 
brief statement Saturday 
afternoon saying the cattle 
were released “due to es¬ 
calating tensions.” 

The release came only 
hours after the agency's 
chief, Neil Kornze, an¬ 
nounced an abrupt halt to 
the weeklong roundup be¬ 
cause of safety concerns 
“Based on information 
about conditions on the 
ground and in consultation 
with law enforcement, we 
have made a decision to 
conclude the cattle gath¬ 
er because of our serious 
concerns abouf the safety 
of employees and mem¬ 
bers of the public,” Kornze 
said in a statement. 


Las Vegas Police Lt. Dan 
Zehnder said the show¬ 
down was resolved with no 
injuries and no violence. 
Clark County Sheriff Doug 
Gillespie was able to nego¬ 
tiate a resolution after talk¬ 
ing with Bundy, he said. 
Nevada, where federal 
agencies manage or con¬ 
trol more than 80 percent 
of the land, has been a 
focal point in the battle 
overstate and federal land 
rights. The fight has raged 
since the 1980s when the 
“Sagebrush Rebellion" 
challenged federal owner¬ 
ship of Nevada rangeland 
ranchers said was rightfully 
theirs. 

The dispute that ultimately 
triggered Saturday’s con¬ 
frontation dates to 1993, 
when the bureau cited 
concern for the federally 
protected tortoise in the re¬ 
gion. The bureau revoked 
Bundy’s grazing rights after 
he stopped paying grazing 
fees and disregarded fed¬ 
eral court orders to remove 
his animals. 

Kornze’s announcement 
came after Bundy repeat¬ 
edly promised to “do what¬ 
ever it takes” to protect his 
property and after a string 
of raucous confrontations 
between his family mem¬ 
bers and supporters and 
federal agents during the 
weeklong operation. 

Bundy did not immediate¬ 
ly respond to requests for 
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Wealthy doctor 
linked to senator 
back in spotlight

WEST PALM BEACH, Florida 
(AP) — A wealthy Florida 
doctor from the Domini¬ 
can Republic whose of¬ 
fices were raided by the 
FBI and who allowed a U.S. 
senator to use his private 
jet is again under scrutiny 
for receiving more money 
from the taxpayer-funded 
Medicare program than 
any other doctor in the U.S. 
A massive data dump from 
federal health officials this 
week showed South Florida 
ophthalmologist Dr. Sa¬ 
lomon Melgen received 
nearly $21 million in 2012 
from the government's 
Medicare program which 
provides health care cov¬ 
erage for the elderly. Mel¬ 
gen has not been criminal¬ 
ly charged or accused of 
wrongdoing. 

Melgen's attorney, Kirk 
Ogrosky, said the doc¬ 


tor's billing conformed with 
Medicare rules and is a re¬ 
flection of high drug costs, 
noting he has four offices 
and treats hundreds of pa¬ 
tients every week. 

“Dr. Melgen stands by his 
record of improving the 
vision and quality of life of 
patients from around the 
world,” Ogrosky said in a 
statement. 

In photos with political lu¬ 
minaries, Melgen seemed 
to relish the attention cast 
on him as a revered and 
reliable donor. But he ap¬ 
pears to be shying away 
from the spotlight since the 
scandal broke with Demo¬ 
cratic Sen. Robert Menen- 
dez of New Jersey, who re¬ 
paid the doctor more than 
$70,000 for the flights to the 
Dominican Republic. 

Below is a look at Melgen's 
public life in recent years: 

LOVING THE LIMELIGHT 

Melgen is a Dominican Re¬

public native who came to 
the U.S. and built a reputa¬ 
tion as a top ophthalmolo¬ 
gist. After operating on for¬ 
mer Florida Gov. Lawton 
Chiles, a Democrat, in 1997, 
he became a reliable do¬ 
nor to Democratic power 
brokers and a frequent host 
of fundraisers, both at his 
massive North Palm Beach 
home and his house in an 
exclusive resort community 
in the Dominican Republic. 
“He loved the limelight, he 
loved it,” Patricia Good¬ 
man, his office manager 
and personal assistant 
throughout the 1990s, told 
The Associated Press last 
year. “He loved being with 
the politicians.” 

He can be seen smiling in 
photos, sandwiched be¬ 
tween Menendez and for¬ 
mer House Speaker Nancy 
Pelosi, and his name is a 
frequent entry in campaign 
finance logs. 

In 2012 alone, Melgen’s 
company, Vitreo-Retinal 
Consultants, gave $700,000 
to Majority PAC, a super 
political action committee 
set up by former staffers for 
Democratic Senate Ma¬ 
jority Leader Harry Reid of 
Nevada to aid the party's 
Senate candidates na¬ 
tionwide, according to a 
search of records with the 
Center for Responsive Poli¬ 


tics. 

Separately, Melgen, his wife 
Flor and daughter Melissa 
gave more than $350,000 
in individual contributions 
between 1998 and 2012 
to a variety of candidates 
and committees. 

All of that came to a halt 
last year. 

LINKS TO MENENDEZ 

Melgen first made head¬ 
lines in early 2013 after reve¬ 
lations that Menendez had 
used the doctor's personal 
jet. Menendez was forced 
to repeatedly deny reports 
that he flew on Melgen’s 
plane for trysts with prosti¬ 
tutes. None of the allega¬ 
tions were substantiated. 
But Menendez’s relation¬ 
ship with Melgen prompted 
Senate Ethics Committee 
and Justice Department in¬ 
vestigations. 

Menendez has acknowl¬ 
edged at least three ar¬ 
eas where his official work 
appeared to serve the in¬ 
terests of Melgen, though 
he has steadfastly denied 
wrongdoing. 

A staffer in Menendez’s of¬ 
fice once sent emails to the 
Homeland Security Depart¬ 
ment questioning potential 
U.S. donations of cargo¬ 
screening equipment to 
the Dominican govern¬ 
ment. At the time, donat¬ 


ed screening equipment 
could have jeopardized 
a lucrative port security 
contract for a company 
owned by Melgen. 
Menendez sponsored leg¬ 
islation with incentives for 
natural gas vehicle conver¬ 
sions that could have ben¬ 
efited a company that Mel¬ 
gen was invested in called 
Gaseous Fuel Systems Corp. 
of Weston, Florida. And

Finance ministers say economy stronger but fragile

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

world’s top financial offi¬ 
cials say they believe the 
global economy is strength¬ 
ening but that growth re¬ 
mains fragile and open to 
risks of new geopolitical 
strife, as in Ukraine. 

Rich countries have been 
helping power the recov¬ 
ery led by the United States 
and Britain, and the euro¬ 
zone and Japan are doing 
better. However, there has 
been some slowing in major 
emerging markets such as 
China even though these 
economies have been 
powering along at growth 
rates ahead of developed 
nations. Many countries 
still are experiencing pain¬ 
fully high unemployment 
rates with millions looking 
for work. 

The conclusion of discus¬ 
sions this weekend at the In¬ 
ternational Monetary Fund 
and its sister institution the 
World Bank ended three 
days of talks that began 
with meetings by finance 
ministers of the Group of 
20 nations, the mix of tra¬ 
ditional economic powers 
such as the United States, 
Japan and Germany and 
emerging economies such 
as Brazil, India and China. 
“Creating a more dynam¬ 
ic, sustainable and job-rich 
global economy remains 
our paramount collective 
goal,” the policy-setting 
panel of the 188-nation IMF 
said in a closing communi¬ 
que. 

IMF Managing Director 
Christine Lagarde and the 
finance ministers who sit 
on this panel said they be¬ 
lieved the world had en¬ 
tered a new phase with 
stronger growth that will 
begin to make inroads on 
unemployment. 


Referring to the years 2008 
through 2010 as an eco¬ 
nomic disaster, Lagarde 
said at a closing news con¬ 
ference that now “we are 
moving into a strengthen¬ 
ing phase.” 

The latest IMF economic 
forecast has the world 
economy growing 3.6 per¬ 
cent this year and 3.9 per¬ 
cent in 2015. 

The finance ministers ac¬ 
knowledged a number of 
threats to their forecast, 
ranging from periodic 
stock market jitters as inves¬ 
tors worry the U.S. Federal 
Reserve may mishandle its 
efforts to gradually end the 
bond buying it has used 
to lower long-term inter¬ 
est rates to concerns that 
the political standoff over 
Russia’s annexation of the 
Crimean Peninsula could 
undermine market confi¬ 
dence. 

On Ukraine, the finance 
ministers endorsed the IMF 
package of $14 billion to 
$18 billion in loans to help 
the country avoid a finan¬ 
cial meltdown. The French 
and other European fi¬ 
nance ministers urged a 
go-slow approach to im¬ 
posing additional econom¬ 
ic sanctions on Russia 
The United States had 
hoped for stronger efforts 
to discourager Russia from 
more action in Ukraine. 
But European nations, with 
closer economic ties with 
Russia, said diplomacy 
should be given more time 
to work. 

The United States came in 
for some criticism with of¬ 
ficials saying in their state¬ 
ment they were “deeply 
disappointed" with the 
continued delay in gaining 
congressional approval of 
legislation to provide ex¬ 
panded loan capacity to 
the IMF to help countries in 
difficulty.!^

Political tensions test Silicon Valley’s Russian ties

SAN MATEO, California (AP) 

— Entrepreneurs and inves¬ 
tors say Silicon Valley’s fast¬ 
growing financial ties with 
Russia’s tech sector are be¬ 
ing slowed down by current 
political tensions between 
the White House and the 
Kremlin. 

“It’s safe to say a lot of in¬ 
vestors here are taking a 
step back to see how the 
situation will unfold,” said 
Alexandra Johnson, who 
manages a $100 million 
venture fund called DFJ 
VTP Aurora, a Menlo Park, 
California, branch of Rus¬ 
sian bank VTB. 

For decades, Russia’s so¬ 
phisticated scientists and 
engineers remained at 
arm's length from Silicon 
Valley’s venture capitalists 
and marketing mavens. 
That has changed in re¬ 
cent years with a flurry of 
investment, largely sparked 
in 2010 when then-Russian 
President Dmitry Medve¬ 
dev visited the region and 
met with high-tech leaders. 


Russians investors, including 
billionaire Yuri Milner, who 
has large stakes in Face- 
book and Twitter, poured 
an estimated $2 billion into 
U.S. tech firms over the past 
three years, according to 
Johnson, who organized 
a technology symposium 
with venture capitalists and 
entrepreneurs last month 
in San Mateo, south of San 
Francisco. 

But Silicon Valley entrepre¬ 
neurs and investors fear 
negative economic fallout 
from Russia’s takeover of 
Crimea, its troop buildup 
near Ukraine’s border and 
its attempts to compel con¬ 
stitutional changes in that 
country, markedly raising 
political tensions with the 
West. 

Secretary of State John Ker¬ 
ry has charged Russia with 
“creating a climate of fear 
and intimidation” and the 
Obama administration has 
frozen assets and revoked 
visas of some Russian offi¬ 
cials and their associates. 
Among the concerns in 
this technology center are 


whether visa limits will make 
it hard for business travel or 
for scientists to relocate. In 
addition, economic sanc¬ 
tions could tighten the 
flow of dollars between 
tech sectors in both coun¬ 


tries. And for those U.S. 
and Russian firms with ties 
to Ukraine, rumors of a 
draft are fanning fears that 
young entrepreneurs and 
engineers will have to close 
up shop and fight. 

Experts say an investment 
slowdown will be tempo¬ 
rary and will not untrack 
rapidly growing, lucrative 
U.S.- Russia business rela¬ 
tionships in the long run. 
Axel Tillmann, who invests 
Russian venture capital 
on behalf of government- 
sponsored RVC-USA, said 
the tensions are definitely 
going to “slow things down 
for a while,” describing a 
two- to three-month sus¬ 
pension of additional in¬ 
vestment by Russian gov¬ 
ernment funds in tech firms. 
“Russian technologists 
have been at the leading 
forefront of technology for 
many years, even going 
back to the Soviet Union, 
but they had the problem 
they called ‘The lonely 
ideas,”’ he said. “The ideas 
just sat there.” 


Tillmann said the one thing 
Russian companies are not 
very good at today is com¬ 
mercializing their technolo¬ 
gy — something that Silicon 
Valley firms are masters at 
doing. “When we combine, 
we get the best of both,” 
he said. 

In Russia, entrepreneurs 
and investors now tap Sili¬ 
con Valley experts to try to 
replicate their success. 

A planned technology 
hub outside Moscow, the 
Skolkovo Innovation Cen¬ 
ter, includes Google execu¬ 
tive chairman Eric Schmidt, 
Cisco CEO John Chambers 
and retired Intel CEO Craig 
Barrett on its 17-member 
board. 

Russian entrepreneurs have 
also launched their own 
firms in the Silicon Valley, 
and tech giants are buy¬ 
ing stakes in Russian start¬ 
ups. Last year, for example, 
Cisco acquired a stake in 
Russian software developer 
Parallels and got a seat on 
its board. □

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New US Navy destroyer Zumwalt christened in Maine

BATH, Maine (AP) — The 

U.S. Navy on Saturday 
christened the first ship of 
its newest class of destroy¬ 
ers, a more than $3 bil¬ 
lion, 610-foot (186-meter) - 
long warship sporting ad¬ 
vanced technology and a 
stealthy shape designed to 
minimize its visibility on en¬ 
emy radar and reduce the 
size of its crew. 

Named after the late Adm. 
Elmo “Bud” Zumwalt, the 
newest destroyer's massive 
size and angular profile 
make it stand apart from 
other U.S. warships. And like 
its namesake, a reformer 
who spearheaded chang¬ 
es that helped shape the 
Navy by offering new op¬ 
portunities to women and 
minorities, the Zumwalt will 
shepherd the fleet into a 
new era, officials said. 

“This ship is a modern mar¬ 
vel, and it’s going to take 
smart and creative and 
hardworking sailors like 
Bud Zumwalt to operate 
it,” Secretary of the Navy 
Ray Mabus told the crowd 
of thousands at Bath Iron 
Works, where the ship has 


been under construction 
since 2009. 

Mouzetta Zumwalt-Weath- 
ers and Ann Zumwalt, the 
former admiral’s daugh¬ 
ters, each christened the 


ship by smashing a bottle 
of champagne near its 
bow, followed by cheers 
and bursts of red, white 
and blue streamers. They 


were joined at the cer¬ 
emony by Zumwalt’s son, 
retired Marine Lt. Col. Jim 
Zumwalt, who recalled 55 
years ago, as a young boy, 
attending the christening 


of the USS Dewey, which 
his father commanded. 
Bud Zumwalt, who be¬ 
came the youngest chief 
of naval operations in 


1970, promoted the first 
female and African-Amer¬ 
ican officers to admirals 
and opened the door for 
women to become naval 
aviators and serve on war¬ 


ships. 

“He strove for a Navy that 
was supportive, encourag¬ 
ing and compassionate to¬ 
ward all sailors, especially 


minorities and women," 
his daughter Ann said. “A 
Navy that not only fought 
wars but also fought dis¬ 
crimination in its ranks. He 
dreamt of a Navy that al¬ 
lowed its sailors a better 
quality of life.” 

Among fhe 15,000-ton 
warship’s cutting-edge 
features are a composite 
deckhouse with hidden 
radar and sensors and an 
angular shape that offi¬ 
cials say will allow if to be 
confused for a small fish¬ 
ing boat on radars. It also 
has a wave-piercing hull 
designed to reduce the 
ship’s wake. It’s the first U.S. 
ship to use electric propul¬ 
sion and produces enough 
power to one day support 
the futuristic electromag¬ 
netic rail gun, which will be 
tested at sea in 2016. 

Inside, sailors will have 
more space to work and 
live because the Zumwalt 
will only require about half 
the crew of the current 
generation of destroyers. 
Meanwhile, fewer sailors 
will need to stand watch 
because of cameras and 
video monitors fhaf show 
what's going on outside.□

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Ukraine to deploy troops in anti-terror operation

SLOVYANSK, Ukraine (AP) 
— Ukraine is deploying 
troops in a “large-scale an¬ 
ti-terrorist operation” to re¬ 
sist attacks by armed pro- 
Russian forces, Ukraine’s 
President Oleksandr Tur¬ 
chynov said on Sunday in 
a televised address. 

The previous president, 
who fled to Russia after be¬ 
ing ousted earlier this year, 
accused the CIA of being 
behind fhe decision. 
Turchynov said fhe Ukrai¬ 
nian Security Council de¬ 
cided to use the army 
because “we're not go¬ 
ing to allow Russia to re¬ 
peat the Crimean sce¬ 
nario in Ukraine’s east.” He 
pledged amnesty to any¬ 
one who lays down arms 
by Monday morning. 
Speaking hours later on 
Russian state television, Vik¬ 
tor Yanukovych claimed 
that CIA director John 
Brennan had met with 
Ukraine's new leadership 
and “in fact sanctioned 
the use of weapons and 
provoked bloodshed.” 
There was no independent 
confirmation that Brennan 
was in Ukraine or in anyway 
involved in the decision to 
send troops to the eastern 
part of the country, where 
armed pro-Russia men 
have seized a number of 
government buildings. CIA 
officials in Washington did 
not immediately respond 
to requests for comment 
from the AP. 

Yanukovych was ousted in 
February following months 
of protests in Kiev, the cap¬ 
ital, that were ignited by 
his decision to back away 
from closer relations with 
the European Union and 
turn toward Russia. He fled 
to Russia, saying he feared 
for his life. 

Ukraine now has “one 
foot into a civil war,” Ya¬ 


nukovych said Sunday. He 
was flanked by his former 
prosecutor general and 
interior minister, the two as¬ 
sociates most despised by 
the Kiev protesters. 
Ukrainian special forces 
exchanged gunfire with a 
pro-Russia militia outside 
an eastern city on Sunday 
morning, with one security 


officer killed and five others 
wounded. It was the first re¬ 
ported gunbattle in eastern 
Ukraine, where armed pro- 
Russian men have seized 
a number of government 
buildings in recent days. 
Interior Minister Arsen Ava¬ 
kov has described such at¬ 
tacks as “Russian aggres¬ 
sion.” He said in a Facebook 
post Sunday that special 
forces of up to 12,000 peo¬ 
ple will be drawn from vol¬ 
unteers who will be tasked 
with resisting attacks from 
pro-Russian forces in their 
local areas. 

Russia's Foreign Ministry was 
quick to dismiss Turchynov's 
decree as “criminal” and 


accused Ukrainian officials 
of using radical neo-Nazi 
forces. 

The former Ukrainian interior 
minister, Vitaliy Zakharch¬ 
enko, warned of “provoca¬ 
tions” in the coming days 
to “discredit Russian armed 
forces.” 

Russia has tens of thousands 
of troops deployed along 


its border with Ukraine, 
which has raised fears of 
a military incursion, espe¬ 
cially after the takeover 
of the Crimean Peninsula. 
The Russian government 
has denied any plans to in¬ 
tervene militarily in eastern 
Ukraine. 

Unrest has spread to sever¬ 
al municipalities in eastern 
Ukraine, including the ma¬ 
jor industrial city of Donetsk, 
which has a large Russian- 
speaking population and 
was the support base for 
Yanukovych. Ethnic Rus¬ 
sians in Ukraine’s east wide¬ 
ly fear that the new pro- 
Western Ukrainian govern¬ 
ment will suppress them. 


Pro-Russian demonstrators 
have demanded a refer¬ 
endum on autonomy and 
possible annexation by Rus¬ 
sia, following the pattern 
set by the vote in Crimea 
last month. 

In Sunday’s gunbattle, Tur¬ 
chynov said a Security Ser¬ 
vice captain was killed and 
two colonels wounded 


outside Slovyansk, where 
the police station and the 
Security Service office were 
seized a day earlier. 

An Associated Press report¬ 
er found a bullet-ridden 
SUV on the side of fhe road 
and a pool of blood on fhe 
passenger seaf where fhe 
shooting was supposed to 
have taken place. 

Vladimir Kolodchenko, a 
lawmaker from fhe area 
who witnessed the attack, 
said a car with four gun¬ 
men pulled up on the road 
in a wooden area outside 
Slovyansk and opened fire 
on Ukrainian soldiers who 
were standing beside their 
vehicles. □ 


Israeli coalition 
showing signs 
of new tension

JERUSALEM (AP) — Israel’s 
chief peace negotiator on 
Sunday accused a hard¬ 
line faction of Prime Minis¬ 
ter Benjamin Netanyahu’s 
increasingly unwieldy co¬ 
alition government of un¬ 
dermining her efforts, while 
Jewish settlers moved into 
a sensitive West Bank build¬ 
ing that has been a flash¬ 
point of violence in the 
past. 

The sniping inside Netan¬ 
yahu’s coalition was the 
latest sign of infighting that 
has hampered U.S. Secre¬ 
tary of State John Kerry’s 
peace efforts. While com¬ 
mitted to conducting 
peace talks, Netanyahu’s 
coalition is dominated by 
hard-liners who oppose 
making significant conces¬ 
sions or reject the establish¬ 
ment of an independent 
Palestinian state. 
Netanyahu’s chief nego¬ 
tiator, Tzipi Livni, said in an 
interview that she was op¬ 
timistic the sides would get 
through a crisis that has 
left the talks on the brink of 
collapse. “I believe we are 
close enough that deci¬ 
sions on both sides will be 
made, with American en¬ 
couragement, to continue 
the talks,” Livni told the 
Ynet website. 

She also accused the 
hard-line “Jewish Home,” 
a pro-settler party, of fry¬ 
ing fo fhwart her efforts. 
She took special aim at the 
party’s leader, Naftali Ben¬ 
nett, and Housing Minister 
Uri Ariel, a strong supporter 
of Jewish sefflemenfs. 
“There are people in the 
government who don’t 
want peace," Livni said. 
“Bennett and Uri Ariel rep¬ 
resent those who want 
to prevent a peace 
process. □

TRIPOLI, Libya (AP) — Lib¬

The commission warned 
that these early results, ac¬ 
counting for 10 percent of 
the votes cast in 26 of Af¬ 
ghanistan's 34 provinces, 
could change as tabulat¬ 
ing continues during the 
coming weeks. The votes 
will be fully counted by April 
24, and a runoff election 
would be held no sooner 
than May 28, officials have 
said. 

The results could be affect¬ 
ed, possibly significantly, by 
widespread fraud at the 
polls. The election com¬ 
plaints commission said 
Sunday that it had received 
so many serious fraud com¬ 
plaints that it might have to 
extend the time needed to 
adjudicate them. The com¬ 
mission said 870 incidents 
of fraud had been classi¬ 
fied as serious enough to 
affect the outcome of the 
April 5 election, more than 
the 815 recorded in 2009. 
The early results prompted 
an outcry from the six can¬ 
didates who did not rank 
among the top two. After 
meeting privately to dis¬ 
cuss the figures, they issued 
a joint statement rejecting 
the partial results as pre¬ 


mature and described the 
election commission's de¬ 
cision to release them as 
an “unforgivable crime.” 
Later, the campaign of 
Zalmai Rassoul, a former 
foreign minister who was 
believed to have the quiet 
support of President Hamid 
Karzai, issued a separate, 
and far milder, statement 
calling on the commission 
to “transparently distinguish 
valid votes from fraudulent 
ballots and not compro¬ 
mise the actual votes of 
the Afghan people.” 

The commission, which 
had earlier said complaints 
were fewer than in the hot¬ 
ly disputed 2009 election, 
apparently reversed that 
view Sunday. However, a 
spokesman for the commis¬ 
sion, Nader Mohseni, said 
the commission did not 
have records from the 2009 
vote and could not be sure 
of any comparisons made 
between the two elections. 
With about half a million 
votes counted, Abdullah 
was leading with 212,312 
votes, or 41.9 percent 
of the total, followed by 
Ghani, with 190,561, or 37.6

Chile fire toll: 11 dead, 1,000 homes destroyed

VALPARAISO, Chile (AP) — 

A raging fire leaped from 
hillfop fo hilltop in this color¬ 
ful porf city throughout the 
night and day on Sunday, 
killing at least 11 people 
and destroying at least 
1,000 homes. More than 
10,000 people were evacu¬ 
ated, including more than 
200 female inmates at a 
prison. 

And with hot dry winds 
stoking the embers, the 
fires were still burning out of 
control as a second night 
approached. 

The blaze began Saturday 
afternoon in a forested 
area above ramshackle 
housing on one of the city's 
42 hilltops, and spread 
quickly as hot ash rained 
down over wooden houses 
and narrow streets. Electric¬ 
ity failed as the fire grew, 
with towering, sparking 
flames turning the night sky 
orange over a darkening, 
destroyed horizon. 
Eventually, neighborhoods 
on six hilltops were reduced 
to ashes, including one 
hill just several blocks from 


Chile's parliament building. 
And flames broke out again 
on at least two of those hills, 
burning out of control and 
threatening to consume 
other neighborhoods. 

“It’s a tremendous tragedy. 
This could be the worst fire in 
the city's history," President 
Michelle Bachelet said as 
firefighters contained most 
of the blazes, mobilizing 
20 helicopters and planes 
to drop water on hotspots 
Sunday. 

The fire has destroyed 1,000 
houses so far and authori¬ 
ties warned that the toll of 
death and damage could 
rise once authorities can 
enter the smoldering re¬ 
mains. Military Police Gen. 
Julio Pineda said 11 peo¬ 
ple were killed. Earlier Sun¬ 
day, he said 16 died, but it 
turned out one family had 
been counted twice. More 
than 500 people were 
treated at hospitals, mostly 
for smoke inhalation. 
Patricio Bustos, who directs 
the national forensics ser¬ 
vice, said DNA tests would 
be needed to identify 
some of the remains. 

It was already the worst fire 
to hit the picturesque sea¬ 


side city of 250,000 people 
since 1953, when 50 people 
were killed and every struc¬ 
ture was destroyed on sev¬ 
eral of the city’s hills. 

While the fires were con¬ 


tained to the hills, Bachelet 
declared the entire city a 


catastrophe zone, putting 
Chile’s military in charge of 
maintaining order. 

“The people of Valpara¬ 
iso have courage, have 
strength and they aren’t 


alone," Bachelet said. 
Valparaiso, which was de¬ 
clared a World Heritage 
Site by UNESCO in 2003, is 
known for colorful neigh¬ 
borhoods hugging hills so 
steep that people have to 
use staircases rather than 
streets. About 75 miles (120 
kilometers) northwest of the 
capital, Santiago, it has a 
vibrant port and is home to 
Chile's national legislature. 
But many homes in densely 
populated poorer areas 
above the city center have 
been built without water 
supplies or access points 
wide enough for fire trucks, 
so much of the fight was 
from the air. 

“This is the worst catas¬ 
trophe I've seen," said 
Ricardo Bravo, the re¬ 
gional governor. “Now we 
have to make sure the fire 
doesn’t reach the city cen¬ 
ter, which would make this 
emergency much more se¬ 
rious.” 

While 1,250 firefighters, 
police and forest rangers 
battled the blaze, 2,000 
Chilean sailors in combat 
gear patrolled streets to 
maintain order and pre¬ 
vent looting. 


Shelters were overflowing. 
Bachelet toured some and 
announced that on Mon¬ 
day she would meet with 
each of her ministers to 
hear what each one is do¬ 


ing in response. 

“The situation is dramatic, 
but help is already arriv¬ 
ing,” she said. 

Maria Elizabeth Diaz, eight 
months pregnant and try¬ 
ing to rest with her two 
sons in a shelter set up in 
Valparaiso's Greek School, 
said she had been hesi¬ 
tant to flee her home in 
Cerro Las Canas when she 
first learned that the hilltop 
above her was on fire. 

“I didn’t want to move be¬ 
cause I was afraid they’d 
rob me, but I had to flee 
when I saw the fire was 
coming down the hill," 
she said. “I lost everything. 
Now I've been ordered to 
rest because I was having 
contractions. My little one 
knows that he can't arrive 
quite yet.” 

Another evacuee. Erica 
Gonzalez, 74, said her 
daughter and some neigh¬ 
bors had to carry her to 
safety because the fire 
burned her wheelchair. 

“I was left in the street. My 
house was completely 
burned, and that of my 
daughter a block away,” 
she said, visibly upset as she 
hugged a grandchildO

Leatherback Season has started! 



EAGLE BEACH - Recently a 
huge sea turtle made her 
nest in front of Manchebo 
Beach Hotel. It is the first 
nest of the season. Nor¬ 
mally sea turtles nest at 
night. They are scared by 
artificial lights, so we have 
to leave them in the dark 
and no flash photogra¬ 
phy is allowed. More than 
100 people witnessed the 
complete nesting process 
(about two hours). Turtuga- 
ruba (the local foundation 
that protects the sea tur¬ 
tles) informed the onlook¬ 
ers and placed barriers 
around the nest after the 
turtle had returned into the 
sea. The incubation of the 


eggs will take 60 - 70 days, 
so this first nest will probably 
hatch at the end of May. 
The Leatherback Sea Tur¬ 
tles (Dermochelys coria- 
cea) do not live in the Ca¬ 
ribbean, but in the Northern 
part of the Atlantic Ocean. 
A female returns every 2-to- 
5 years to lay her eggs on 
the same beach where she 
herself was born. This fe¬ 
male was nesting on Aruba 
before, in 2009 and 2011.

Pacquiao 
back on 
top after 
Bradley win

LAS VEGAS (AP) - The old 

Manny Pacquiao returned 
for thrilling bursts, hounding 
Timothy Bradley onto the 
ropes and battering the 
welterweight champion 
with whip-quick combina¬ 
tions that recalled the Pac- 
man's magical prime. 

The older Pacquiao 
couldn't finish the trick, 
however. 

Although he tried might¬ 
ily, Pacquiao didn’t stop 
or even really hurt Brad¬ 
ley during 12 mostly excit¬ 
ing rounds Saturday night, 
settling for the lucrative 
revenge of a unanimous- 
decision victory. 

"I didn't want to get care¬ 
less,” Pacquiao said. 
Pacquiao (56-5-2) proved 
he is still one of the world’s 
most exciting boxers with 
his second straight win, 
even if he might never re¬ 
capture his most destruc¬ 
tive form.

His hands and footwork 
are still inimitable, but the 
eight-division world cham¬ 
pion's power and timing 
weren’t good enough to 
stop Bradley - or any of his 
opponents since late 2009, 
the date of his last knock¬ 
out. 

Pacquiao apologetically 
showed up to his post-fight 
news conference well af¬ 
ter midnight at the MGM 
Grand Garden, a large 
bandage concealing 32 
stitches in a deep gash 
on his left eyebrow from a 
head-butt. Trainer Freddie 
Roach had filled the time 
by praising his fighter while 
simultaneously acknowl¬ 
edging Pacquiao’s days 
of highlight-reel knockouts 
have faded. 

”1 think he was doing his 
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best to stop him,” Roach 
said. "He was throwing 
combinations. I told him, 
‘All you have to do is out¬ 
box this guy. You can out¬ 
box him in and out, all night 
long.’ ... I thought he had 
the killer instinct. When he 
had (Bradley) on the ropes, 
he opened up pretty well. It 
just didn’t seem like he had 
the power he usually has. It 
was a little bit slower than 
he seemed in the past. I 
don’t know why, because 
in the dressing room, he 
was on fire.” 

Bradley, still classy after his 
first career defeat, gave a 
mixed review of Pacquiao's 
physical skills in comparison 
to their first fight. 

"He still has the real sharp 
snap on his punches,” 
Bradley said. "(But) I be¬ 
lieve in the first fight, his 
punching power was way 
harder. I was able to take it. 
He went for the knockout, 
he definitely did.” 
Pacquiao still beat up one 
of the world’s best boxers 
with relative ease, and his 
next bout in the fall will be 
among the biggest hap¬ 
penings in sports. His mostly 
likely opponent is a fifth 
meeting with Juan Manuel 
Marquez, who fights Mike 
Alvarado on May 17. 

But Pacquiao and promot¬ 
er Bob Arum still hold out 
hope of a fight with Floyd 
Mayweather Jr., even while 
the distance between the 
two fighters appears to 
grow, both inside the ring 
and out. 

"It’s really hard to talk 
about that,” Pacquiao 
said. "It’s been how many 
years we're talking about 
that? How many years, 
days, months we’re talking 
about that? The line is open 
24 hours. If he’s awake and 
he wants to fight, the fight 
will be.” 

Arum became nearly apo¬ 
plectic when asked about 
the possibility of a Pac- 
quiao-Mayweather bout, 
claiming Pacquiao has al¬ 
ready agreed to all of the 
unbeaten Mayweather's 
previously stated condi¬ 
tions. 

"The only people that can 
make Floyd Mayweather 
fight Manny is the public,” 
Arum said before urging 
fans to boycott Mayweath- 
er’s bout against Marcos 
Maidana on May 3. 

While Pacquiao reaffirmed 
his pound-for-pound star¬ 


dom, Bradley raised his 
profile again despite his first 
career defeat. 

It's tough to remember 
Bradley was considered a 
boring fighter just four fights 
ago. Although he’s not an 
HBO pay-per-view star, 
he’ll likely have his choice 
of intriguing opponents for 
his next bout - maybe Bran¬ 
don Rios, or a rematch with 
Provodnikov. 

Bradley’s decision to load 
up and wait for a knock¬ 
out blow against Pacquiao 
was roundly debated by 
fans, but Bradley's ring 
charisma and heart should 
raise his stature. 

"That was the only way I 
was going to win the fight,” 
Bradley said. "I knew the 
rounds were going to be 
close. Pacquiao knows 
how to land punches. I was 
shooting for the knockout, 
too.” 

Across the Philippines, large 
numbers of Filipinos, includ¬ 
ing army soldiers, jumped 
in joy, threw punches in the 
air and applauded after 
watching Pacquiao beat 
Bradley on giant screens 
in public gymnasiums and 
town plazas, emptying usu¬ 
ally traffic-choked streets. 
"Everybody is celebrating 
here,” said Ricardo Sala¬ 
zar, a jobless polio victim on 
a wheelchair who watched 
the bout at a gymnasium 
in Manila’s Tondo slum dis¬ 
trict. ”1 had no doubt he 
will win and even if he lost, 
it wouldn’t matter because 
he’ll always be my idol.” 
Presidential spokesman 
Herminio Coloma Jr. said 
Pacquiao's victory reflect¬ 
ed the Philippines’ struggle 
to bounce back after a se¬ 
ries of natural disasters last 
year, including a monster 
typhoon that killed more 
than 6,000 people. 

"When he comes home, 
he will feel the tight em¬ 
brace of nearly 100 million 
Filipinos who idolize and 
love him,” Coloma said. □

Pacers hold on to top spot in East by beating OKC

vid West scored 21 points 
and Lance Stephenson had 
his league-best fifth triple¬ 
double of the season, lead¬ 
ing Indiana past Oklahoma 
City 102-97 Sunday — put¬ 
ting the Pacers one win 
away from clinching the 
Eastern Conference's top 
seed. The Pacers (55-26) 
lead two-time defending 
champion Miami by a half 
game with one to play and 
hold the tiebreaker based 
on conference record. 
Kevin Durant finished with 
38 points for Oklahoma City 
(58-22) on a day it could 
have locked up the second 
seed in the West. 

Oklahoma City rallied from 
a 10-point fourth-quarter 
deficit, tying the score at 
89 with 2:46 to go. But Paul 
George hit a 3 and Ste¬ 
phenson made one with 
34.2 seconds to go to make 


it 97-91. 

RAPTORS 116, PISTONS 107 
AUBURN HILLS, Michigan 
(AP) — DeMar DeRozan 
scored 14 of his 30 points 
in the fourth quarter, and 
Toronto tied a franchise re¬ 
cord for victories wifh a win 
over Detroit. 

The Raptors (47-33) had al¬ 
ready clinched the Atlan¬ 
tic Division, and the victory 
over Detroit was their 10th 
in 14 games. Toronto has 
reached the 47-win mark 
for the third time. The Rap¬ 
tors went 47-35 in 2001 and 
2007. 

Kyle Lowry scored 28 points 
for Toronto before fouling 
out with 5:51 remaining. 
Andre Drummond had 14 
points and 17 rebounds for 
the Pistons in the final home 
game of their dismal sea¬ 
son. Detroit’s Josh Smith 
missed a fourth straight 
game with tendinitis in his 
left knee. □

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Bubba Watson wins another green jacket at Augusta

AUGUSTA, Ga. (AP) — Bub¬ 
ba Watson's second Mas¬ 
ters title was nothing like 
the green jacket he won 
two years ago. 

The only daring shot Wat¬ 
son hit was one he re¬ 
ally didn't need. The wild 
swing in momentum came 
on the front nine, not the 
back nine of Augusta Na¬ 
tional. And the sweetest 
difference of all Sunday 
was seeing his 2-year-old 
son walk toward him on 
the edge of the 18th green 
after his three-shot victory 
over Jordan Spieth. 

Watson turned in another 
masterpiece and joined 
an elusive group as the 
17th player to win the Mas¬ 
ters more than once. 

He turned a two-shot defi¬ 
cit into a two-shot lead on 
the final two holes of the 
front nine, then kept Spi¬ 
eth, 20, and everyone else 
at safe distance the rest of 
the way. Watson closed 
with a 3-under 69 to beat 
a pair of Masters rookies in 
Spieth and Jonas Blixt of 
Sweden. 

Two years ago, when he 
hit that wild hook out of 
the trees on the 10th hole 
to win in a playoff, his wife 
and newly adopted son 
were watching at home 
in Florida. This time, young 
Caleb was decked out in 
a green-and-white striped 
Masters shirt and green 
tennis shoes as he wad¬ 


dled over to his father. 

“This one’s a lot different," 
Watson said. “The first one, 
for me, it was almost like I 
lucked into it." 

After high-fiving the crowd 
on his way to sign his card, 
Watson returned to Butler 
Cabin to take back that 
green jacket he slipped on 
Adam Scott a year ago. 
“After giving it away last 
year, I wanted it back," 
Watson said. “I told Adam 
we could just swap it back 
and forth every year.” 
Spieth, trying to become 
the youngest Masters 
champion, could only 
watch from the side of the 
green. 


He dazzled the massive 
crowd early by holing out 
for birdie from the front 
bunker on No. 4, and mak¬ 
ing back-to-back birdies 
to build a two-shot lead 
through seven holes. Bid¬ 
ding to become the first 
player in 35 years to win a 
green jacket in his first try, 
Spieth looked to be well on 
his way. 

But he three-putted for bo¬ 
gey on No. 8 — fhe first 6 
on his card all week — as 
Watson got up-and-down 
for birdie to tie for the lead. 
Spieth then made a rookie 
mistake, leaving his ap¬ 
proach below the flagstick 
on No. 9 and watching it 


roll back into the fairway, 
setting up another bogey 
and two-shot swing. 
Whatever prayer he had 
might have ended at 
Amen Corner. 

His tee shot on No. 12 found 
Rae’s Creek. He missed a 
short birdie attempt on the 
13th. 

Watson was too powerful, 
too experienced, too tough 
to beat. Spieth closed with 
six pars for a 72 and tied for 
second with Blixt, who nev¬ 
er went away but never re¬ 
ally threatened. Blixt shot a 
71. 

“That was fun, but at the 
same time, it hurts right 
now,” Spieth said. “I want¬ 


ed to get in contention on 
the back nine Sunday, but 
didn't come out on top.” 
Watson finished at 8-under 
280 and goes to a career- 
best No. 4 in the world. 
Miguel Angel Jimenez, the 
50-year-old wonder from 
Spain, shot 71 and fin¬ 
ished alone in fourth. Matt 
Kuchar lost a share of the 
lead with a four-putt dou¬ 
ble bogey on the fourth 
hole and never challenged 
again. He closed with a 74 
and tied for fifth with Rickie 
Fowler (73). 

This was nine holes of the¬ 
ater everyone expected 
out of Sunday af Augusta 
National — except it was 
the front nine. 

Nine players were sepa¬ 
rated by three shots at the 
start of the final round only 
for fhis fo turn into a two- 
man show. 

After trading pars on the 
opening hole, either Wat¬ 
son or Spieth — sometimes 
both — made birdie or 
bogey over the next nine 
holes. They matched bird¬ 
ies on the par-3 fourth hole 
when Spieth holed out from 
the front bunker and Wat¬ 
son hit his tee shot into 4 
feet. Spieth led by as many 
as two shots for most of the 
front nine, and his spec¬ 
tacular overshadowed a 
steady hand from Watson.

AUGUSTA, Ga. (AP) — As 

the errant shots began 
to pile up, Jordan Spieth 
swung his club angrily and 
spewed out his frustration 
for everyone to hear. 
“Dang it, Jordan!” he mut¬ 
tered while strolling down a 
fairway at Augusta Nation¬ 
al. Finally, after three bril¬ 
liant days, the kid showed 
his age. A major champi¬ 
onship will have to wait. 

“It stings right now,” Spieth 
conceded, showing the 
impatience of youth. 

The Texan is only 20, surely 
with a long career ahead 
of him. He was looking to 


become the youngest ma¬ 
jor winner since the Depres¬ 
sion and seemed to have 
a green jacket in his grasp 
when he walked off the sev¬ 
enth green with a two-shot 
lead, having made one 
birdie by holing out from a 
bunker, another with one 
of those testy downhill putts 
that are so often the mark 
of a Masters champion. 

But the golfer who won't 
be old enough to drink al¬ 
cohol for another three 
months couldn't keep it 
going Sunday, playing the 
last 11 holes at 3-over par. 
Bubba Watson, his playing 
partner in the final group, 
pulled away for a three- 


stroke victory over Spieth 
and Sweden's Jonas Blixt. 

“I feel like I’m ready to win," 
Spieth said. “Maybe I need 
just a little bit of course 
knowledge.” 

He was playing the Masters 
for the first time, and expe¬ 
rience is certainly golden 
around this place. 

Spieth discovered that at 
No. 8, where he thought 
he struck a perfect little 
wedge from right of the 
green — and watched in 
disbelief as it stopped 25 
feet from the cup, leading 
to a three-putt bogey that 
changed the momentum 
of the day. 

It was more of the same at 


No. 9, where Spieth's ap¬ 
proach came up just short 
and rolled back off the 
front of the green, resulting 
in another bogey before 
he made the turn. 

Watson birdied both holes, 
by the way. Just like that, 
Spieth’s two-shot lead was 
a two-shot deficit. 

“I was 3 under through the 
first seven,” Spieth said, 
shaking his head as he re¬ 
membered the giddiness 
he felt just a couple of 
hours earlier. “If you had 
told me that when I woke 
up this morning, I would 
have thought it would be 
difficult for me not to win 
this golf tournament.” □

MONACO (AP) — Novak 
Djokovic looks to continue 
his recent dominance over 
archrival Rafael Nadal at 
the Monte Carlo Masters, 
where he beat the Span¬ 
iard in the final last year, 
and boost his confidence 
as he bids to win his only 
missing major at the French 
Open. Monte Carlo is the 
first of three Masters tourna¬ 
ments played on clay and 
is followed by Madrid and 
Rome in May, leading up 
to the French Open, which 
starts May 25. 

The six-time Grand Slam 
champion Djokovic nar¬ 
rowly lost to Nadal in a dra¬ 
matic semifinal last year 
at Roland Garros, where 
a clumsy error at the net 
late in the fifth set curtailed 
the Serbian player's come¬ 
back, and then Nadal beat 
him in their next two meet¬ 
ings. 

“Winning this title last year in 
the final against Nadal was 
definitely one of the high¬ 
lights of my career. I really 
love playing in this tourna¬ 
ment,” Djokovic, who lives 
in Monaco part of the year, 
said Sunday. “My family 
comes in big numbers dur¬ 
ing this week so it makes 
me feel very comfortable, 
and at home.” 

The top-ranked Nadal’s last 


win against No. 2-ranked 
Djokovic was in the U.S. 
Open final, but since 
then Nadal has lost three 
consecutive matches in 
straight sets. Nadal leads 
him 22-18 in head-to-head 
matches and has 62 career 
titles compared to 43 for 
Djokovic. 

“We’re more or less the 
same generation. We're 
still 27 and 26 so we still 
have lots of time in front of 
us," said Djokovic, who is 
the younger player. “It’s a 
huge challenge, there's no 
question about it... I do not 
exclude any other players, 
but the rivalry I had with 
him is the biggest one so 
far.” 

The three straight defeats 
hurt even more because 
Nadal was unable to force 
a tiebreaker in any of them. 
“Sure it always affects (you) 
but I hope to (be) ready to 
be back and compete on 
clay,” Nadal said. “In Miami 
I didn’t play my best level in 
the final. I didn’t compete 
well enough. I wasn't ready 
yet to play that match 
and he played great, but I 
didn't push him." 

Last year's Monte Carlo 
final was dominated by 
Djokovic too, as he won 
6-2, 7-6 (1) to end Nadal's 
eight-year winning run. 

“I’m not going to win 14 (ti¬ 
tles in a row). There’s a start 


for everybody and there's 
an end,” Nadal said. “I 
know that I’m not going to 
keep winning all the tour¬ 
naments on clay forever 
and (there is) going to ar¬ 
rive a day when I’m not 
going to win one more ... 
hopefully not yet.” 

The win here last year 
gave Djokovic the belief 
he could beat Nadal at 
Roland Garros. He almost 
did, losing 9-7 in an intense¬ 
ly-fought fifth set. Looking 
back, Djokovic thinks he 
put himself under too much 
pressure . 

“Yeah, last year, I put a lot 
of energy, mental, physi¬ 
cal, emotional, into win¬ 
ning that title. I have a dif¬ 
ferent kind of approach this 
year," he said. “Last year 
it was more in my mind. It 
was more in my thoughts, 
constantly ... Of course, I 
want to put all my effort 
into winning Roland Garros, 
but when the time comes.” 
Federer, meanwhile, re¬ 
turns to the Monte Carlo 
Country Club for the first 
time since 2011, when he 
lost to Jurgen Melzer in the 
quarterfinals. 

Federer, who lost three 
straight finals to Nadal from 
2006-08, has 78 career titles 
but has never won here. 
Top-seeded Nadal is in 
the same half of the draw 
as third-seeded Stanis¬ 


las Wawrinka and fourth- 
seeded Federer, and the 
Spaniard could meet No. 
6 David Ferrer or Bulgarian 
Grigor Dimitrov in the quar¬ 
terfinals. Second-seeded 
Djokovic may face the 
fifth-seeded Berdych in the 
quarters. 

Nadal faces either French¬ 
man Gilles Simon or quali¬ 
fier Teymuraz Gabashvili of 
Russia in the second round 
on Wednesday. Djokovic 
plays qualifier Albert Mon- 
tanes of Spain or French¬ 
man Benoit Paire. 


Some first-round matches 
got underway on Sunday, 
with 17th-seeded Alexandr 
Dolgopolov breaking Lat¬ 
via player Ernests Gulbis’ 
serve twice in each set in 
a 6-2, 6-4 win, and Jeremy 
Chardy of France rallying 
to beat Igor Sijsling of the 
Netherlands 1-6, 6-2, 7-6 (5). 
Also, Russian Dmitry Tur-

streak in tournament finals.

LONG BEACH, California 
(AP) — Tempers flared in 
almost every corner of the 
IndyCar paddock on Sun¬ 
day at Long Beach, where 
Mike Conway was the un¬ 
expected winner of a sur¬ 
prisingly physical race. 
Ryan Hunter-Reay domi¬ 
nated most of the race but 
triggered a seven-car ac¬ 
cident 24 laps from the fin¬ 
ish when he tried to make 
an aggressive pass of Josef 
Newgarden. It left team 
owner Michael Andretti 
shaking his head in disgust 
because the accident 
wiped out both Hunter- 
Reay and Andretti Auto¬ 
sport driver James Hinch- 
cliffe, and team owner 
Sarah Fisher fumed on Twit¬ 
ter over Newgarden’s day 
being ruined. 

The accident opened the 
door for Scott Dixon to 
win the Toyota Grand Prix 
of Long Beach for the first 
time. But he was short on 
fuel by roughly half a lap 
and pitted with two laps to 
go. That gave Conway the 
lead, and the British driver 
cruised to his second ca¬ 
reer win on the temporary 
street course through the 
streets of Long Beach. 
Conway, who also won 
at Long Beach in 2011, 


scored the win for Ed Car¬ 
penter Racing, a team that 
specializes in oval races. 
But Carpenter decided this 
year to get out of the car 
on road and street courses, 
and handed the wheel 
over to Conway, a driver 
who at the end of 2012 de¬ 
cided he no longer wanted 
to race on ovals. 

“I can't believe it. I can't 
believe I'm actually here," 
Conway said in Victory 
Lane. “I wasn't sure Scott 
was going to pull in there. 
I couldn’t see he was sav¬ 


ing fuel where he should 
have been saving. Second 
would have been good, 
but this is awesome.” 

Dixon said he pitted when 
he did to avoid potentially 
running out of fuel on the 
track. 

“The last thing I wanted to 
do was run out of gas in 
front of the whole field and 
cause a big accident," Dix¬ 
on said. 

One big accident had al¬ 
ready occurred — when 
Hunter-Reay picked the 
wrong time to try to pass 


Newgarden. 

Newgarden had raced off 
of pit road in a successful 
bid to get back onto the 
track in front of Hunter- 
Reay and Hinchcliffe, the 
two Andretti drivers who 
had started on the front 
row. 

But on cold tires, he wasn’t 
going to be able to hold off 
Hunter-Reay for long. Only 
Hunter-Reay decided not 
to wait and tried to pass 
Newgarden as they en¬ 
tered a tight Turn 4. The two 
cars collided, Newgarden

ROUBAIX, France (AP) — 

Niki Terpstra of the Neth¬ 
erlands won the Paris-Rou- 
baix race for the first time 
on Sunday, making a de¬ 
cisive break near the end 
of the one-day classic to 
win it by 20 seconds and 
upstage pre-race favorites 
Tom Boonen and Fabian 
Cancellara. 

Belgian rider Boonen was 
looking to win the race for 
a record fifth time, and the 
Swiss star Cancellara, who 
finished in third place, for a 
fourth time. 

Terpstra outwitted his Ome¬ 
ga Pharma-QuickStep 
teammate Boonen after 
pulling ahead with about 
six kilometers (3.7 miles) re¬ 
maining. Known as the “hell 
of the north” because it is 
so grueling, the race fea¬ 
tures about 50 kilometers 


(31 miles) of cobblestone 
sections along the 257-kilo- 
meter (160-mile) route. 
“Maybe not (the best day) 
in my life, but for sure my 
career,” said Terpstra, who 
won in a little more than six 
hours. “I did the attack and 
I was in front but I didn’t 
know (by) how many sec¬ 
onds. I was just pushing until 
the end.” 

German rider John Degen- 
kolb finished second after 
beating Cancellara in a 
sprint to the line. Belgian 
rider Sep Vanmarcke was 
fourth and Czech cyclist 
Zdenek Stybar — Terpstra’s 
teammate — was fifth. 
Boonen attacked strongly 
from the front as a group of 
eight riders, including Peter 
Sagan, kept the pressure on 
the Tour of Flanders cham¬ 
pion Cancellara, who was 


tucked in the chasing pack 
and lacking his usual pace 
after being involved in a 
crash. 

The only other four-time 
winner is Belgian Roger de 


Vlaeminck, who won in 
1972, '74, 75 and 77 and 
the 33-year-old Boonen will 
have to wait another year 
for a chance to break the 
record. □ 


was sent into the wall and 
Hunter-Reay bounced into 
Helio Castroneves’ path. 
Hinchcliffe ran into the 
back of Newgarden — Will 
Power and Conway suc¬ 
cessfully squeezed through 
the wreckage — but Taku- 
ma Sato, Tony Kanaan and 
Jack Hawksworth all ran 
into the crashed cars long 
after the accident began. 
“I was on cold tires, it's very 
hard to control the car, I 
knew Hunter-Reay was on 
hot, and at some point he 
was probably going to get 
me,” Newgarden said. “But 
I didn’t expect anyone to 
come up on the inside of 
four. There’s so little room 
there, you normally can’t 
make a pass... the next 
thing I knew I was in the 
wall and I was just getting 
plowed into by everyone. 
“That shouldn’t happen 
up front. It really shouldn’t. 
You shouldn’t have inci¬ 
dents like that when you 
are running up front.” 

Team owner Fisher made 
her feelings known on Twit¬ 
ter: “It was our race to win 
and we got robbed by im¬ 
maturity. Period,” she post¬ 
ed. 

Andretti seemed shell¬ 
shocked at two of his cars 
being put out of the race 
and Hinchcliffe did not 
mince words for his team¬ 
mate. 

“Patience is a virtue and 
someone wasn’t very vir¬ 
tuous day. It was a rookie 
move,” said Hinchcliffe, 
who suffered a sprained 
left thumb and will need 
to be re-examined be¬ 
fore he’s cleared to drive 
again. 

Hunter-Reay didn’t exactly 
accept responsibility. 

“I could have waited a 
little bit later, maybe that’s 
my fault,” he said. “A lot of 
people say it's my fault. I 
made the decision at that 
split second when he had 
some wheel spin to go for 
it, that's the type of driver I 
am. I go for it. 

“You don’t know how 
down I am. Just very, very 
disappointed.” 

Power finished second — 
his fourth consecutive race 
dating to last season that 
he’s finished either first or 
second — but had little

NEW YORK (AP) — Video 
phone calls? Yeah, we do 
that. Asking computers for 
information? Sure, several 
times a day. Colonies on 
the moon and jet packs as 
a mode of everyday trans¬ 
portation. OK, maybe not. 
The New York World’s Fair 
of 1964 introduced 51 mil¬ 
lion visitors to a range of 
technological innovations 
and predictions, some 
that turned out to be right 
on the money and others 
that, perhaps thankfully, 
were way off the mark. 

At the Bell System pavilion, 
engineers touted a “pic¬ 
turephone" that allowed 
callers to see who they 
were talking to, a concept 
that lives on in modern-day 
apps such as Skype and 
FaceTime. 

At the time, though, pic¬ 
ture phones didn't take 
off, said Lori Walters, history 
professor at the University 
of Central Florida. She at¬ 
tributed that to high setup 
costs that made them ac¬ 
cessible to relatively few. 
And at a time when many 
men attended the fair in 
coat and tie and women 
in dresses, people weren’t 
quite ready to be seen on 
the phone at any hour, in 
their pajamas or worse. 
“We were still a little more 
of a formal society,” Wal¬ 
ters said. 

The fair also gave wide 
exposure to the power of 
computers, which at the 
time were seen as huge 
cabinets of blinking lights 
and electrodes operated 
by big corporations. At the 
IBM pavilion, visitors saw a 
computer system in which 
a machine took in a card 
with a date written on it 
and gave back another 
card with a news story from 
that date. At the NCR pa¬ 
vilion, a computer would 
answer scientific questions 
or give out recipes from a 
cookbook. 

Hmm, asking a computer 
for information? Well, hello, 
Google. 

“I don’t think it’s a stretch 


to say in a lot of ways this 
fair was key to familiariz¬ 
ing people with and really 
normalizing the concept of 
working with computers,” 
said Ryan Ritchey, a Phila¬ 
delphia filmmaker who's 
making a documentary 
about the fair. 

Another bit of technology 
(along with an annoyingly 
hard-to-forget song) was 
introduced by Walt Disney 
with the “It’s a Small World” 
attraction: robotic anima¬ 
tion. 

That “animatronic” exhibit 
and three others, includ¬ 
ing one featuring a robotic 
President Abraham Lin¬ 
coln, showed characters 
moving in lifelike ways, in¬ 
cluding smiling and blink¬ 
ing. 

“This is the first time that mil¬ 
lions of people had the op¬ 
portunity to see something 
that could be described 
as robotic. The special ef¬ 
fects you could see in the 
World's Fair blew away 
what you could see in the 
movies,” said Joseph Tire- 
lla, author of a book about 
the fair. 

Of course, not everything 
presented as the way of 
the future came to pass, as 
seen in some of the views 
of the future in the “Futura¬ 
ma 2” ride put together by 
General Motors. It included 
scenes of colonies on the 
moon as well as in Ant¬ 
arctica, huge underwater 
dwellings and a machine 
that used a laser to cut 
through rainforests, leaving 
behind paved roads. 

And don’t forget the jet 
packs, demonstrated 
by men who wore them 
and zoomed around the 
grounds, but which remain 
a mode of transport found 
primarily in science fiction. 
Regardless of whether 
such notions survived, ob¬ 
servers say the fair offered 
a vision of the world’s po¬ 
tential that made it seem 
like anything was possible. 
“It really seems like 50 years 
ago, we had more exciting 
visions for 50 years in the 
future than we do now,” 
Ritchey saidO 


NEW YORK (AP) — The New 

York World’s Fair of 1964 
introduced 51 million visi¬ 
tors to a range of techno¬ 
logical innovations and 
predictions during its run. 
Fifty years later, some of 
those ideas have turned 
out to be commonplace 
in our world. Others? Not so 
much. 

What they had right: 

— “Picturephone”: Bell 
System introduced this in¬ 
novation, which allowed 
people to see whom they 
were calling. 

It didn’t go over well at the 
time, but it's a concept 
that's an everyday part of 
our lives now in apps such 
as Skype and Facetime. 

— Personal use of the com¬ 
puter: 

Several pavilions had ex¬ 
hibits set up where visitors 
could ask computers for in¬ 
formation and get respons¬ 
es in seconds. 

— Robotics: Walt Disney's 
“It's a Small World" exhibit 
introduced robotic anima¬ 
tion in which characters 
sing, speak and make life¬ 
like gestures such as smiles 
and blinks. It’s still in use in 
theme parks and movies 
today. 

— Ford Mustang: The two- 


seater sports car with its 
long hood and short rear 
deck was officially un¬ 
veiled at the World’s Fair 
and immediately became 
popular. It has remained in 
production ever since. 

— Touch-tone phones: 
Originally introduced at 
the Seattle World’s Fair in 
1962, this was still the first 
time many visitors were ex¬ 
posed to this technology. 
What they had wrong: 

— Colonies on the moon, 
underwater and in Ant¬ 
arctica: The “Futurama 2” 
ride from General Motors, 


which featured images 
of people living in places 
where they clearly don't. 

— Paved-over rainforests: 
Another image from “Fu¬ 
turama 2” featured a ma¬ 
chine that used a laser to 
cut through the rainforests 
and left behind paved 
roads. 

— Jet packs: There were 
demonstrations of jet pack 
power at the fair, with men 
wearing them and zoom¬ 
ing around the grounds. 
Sadly, they remain a mode 
of transport found mainly in 
science fiction.Q 
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Investor sentiment on tech tanks along with stocks

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 

The stock market’s laws 
of gravity are ravaging its 
highest fliers. 

Just look at the list of tech¬ 
nology trailblazers whose 
values have plummeted 
from record highs during 
the past few weeks. Inves¬ 
tors have re-focused on 
safer sectors such as utilities, 
health care and consumer 
staples instead of compa¬ 
nies that promise potential 
growth from online services 
that are building huge au¬ 
diences. 

Stung by the abrupt 
change in sentiment, the 
stocks of recent stars such 
as Netflix, Facebook, Twit¬ 
ter and Linkedln are 20 
percent to 45 percent be¬ 
low their recent peaks. The 
steep downfall is raising 
questions about whether 
this is just a fleeting fit of 
fickleness or the foreshad¬ 
owing of another market 
bubble about to burst. 
Stocks across all sectors 
dropped Friday. The tech- 
driven Nasdaq compos¬ 
ite index fell 54.37 points, 
or 1.3 percent to 3,999.73 
to punctuate a punishing 
week, and is down 8 per¬ 
cent since early March, 
when it hit a 14-year closing 
high of 4,358. Last year, the 
Nasdaq soared 38 percent. 
The Standard & Poor's 500 
index fell 17.39 points, or 
0.95 percent, to 1,815.69 
Friday. The S&P 500 is 4 per¬ 
cent off its recent high on 
April 2. Optimists expect 
a rebound. They point out 
that technology remains a 
bright spot in an otherwise 
dreary economy as soft¬ 
ware, computers, mobile 
devices and the Internet 
fill increasingly instrumental 
roles in work, entertainment 
and communications. 
“Tech is where the action 
is,” says longtime industry 
analyst Roger Kay. 
Pessimists view the tech 
sector as Ground Zero for 
a long-overdue reckoning. 
They say the stock market 
has been pumped up by 
the flood of money that the 
Federal Reserve has tun¬ 
neled into the long-term 
bond market since the fi¬ 
nancial meltdown of 2008 


decimated the economy. 
Now that those govern¬ 
ment-backed bond pur¬ 
chases are tapering off, 
people are starting to real¬ 
ize “the only thing holding 
this balloon up is the Fed 
blowing air in it," said Fred 
Hickey, editor of The High- 
Tech Strategist newsletter. 
That's why he believes in¬ 
vestors are parachuting 
from stocks that had soared 


to dizzying heights in a short 
period of time. 

Internet video subscrip¬ 
tion service Netflix Inc., for 
instance, nearly quadru¬ 
pled in value last year to 
top the charts of the bell¬ 
wether Standard & Poor’s 
500 index. The company 
was worth $27 billion by 
the time its stock peaked 
at $458 early last month. At 
that price, investors were 
paying the equivalent of 
$117 for every $1 of Netflix’s 
projected earnings. Inves¬ 
tors were betting Netflix will 
become increasingly pros¬ 
perous as the number of 
U.S. subscribers to its $8-per- 
month video steaming ser¬ 


vices swells from 33 million 
at the end of last year to 
management’s long-term 
hopes for 90 million. 

Even Netflix CEO Reed Hast¬ 
ings cited the “euphoria” 
surrounding the stock as he 
discussed the company’s 
quarterly earnings last Oc¬ 
tober. “We have a sense of 
momentum, investors driv¬ 
ing the stock price more 
than we might normally,” 


Hastings said in a video 
presentation. “There’s not 
a lot we can do about it.” 
Netflix’s stock closed Friday 
at $326.71, nearly 30 per¬ 
cent below its peak. 
Another mind-boggling 
run-up occurred after short 
messaging service Twitter 
Inc. priced its initial public 
offering at $26 per share in 
November. By late last year, 
Twitter’s stock had more 
than doubled to a peak of 
$74.73. At that level, Twit¬ 
ter boasted a market value 
of roughly $50 billion, even 
though the San Francisco 
company has never turned 
a profit in its eight-year his¬ 
tory. The stock lost nearly 


half its value as it tumbled 
down to about $40. That still 
leaves Twitter with a market 
value of about $28 billion. 
“It’s the most insane pric¬ 
ing I have seen since 2000,” 
Hickey says of technology 
stock prices. 

Invoking the year 2000 is 
touchy subject in technol¬ 
ogy circles because it har¬ 
kens back to the end of 
the dot-com boom. The 


Nasdaq composite index 
closed at an all-time high 
of 5,047 in March 2000 and 
then plunged 78 percent 
before bottoming out at 
1,108 in October 2002. 

By one key measure, tech 
stocks aren’t nearly as 
overvalued as they were in 
2000 when the accelerat¬ 
ing adoption of personal 
computers and the early 
days of the World Wide 
Web drove an investment 
fervor that lasted through 
most of the 1990s. 

By March 2000, investors 
were paying $68.72 for ev¬ 
ery $1 in earnings gener¬ 
ated by companies in the 
S&P 500 information tech¬ 


nology index, according to 
S&P Capital IQ. Last month, 
the ratio stood at $18.26 for 
every $1 in earnings in the 
same index. 

“This is like a little bubble 
that kind of popped up in 
the past year or so,” said 
Daniel Morgan, a portfolio 
manager at Synovus Trust 
Company, who focuses 
mostly on technology. 
He noted that most tech 


stocks besides iPhone mak¬ 
er Apple Inc. have lagged 
other sectors since the cur¬ 
rent bull market began in 
March 2009. 

While more speculative 
stocks such as Netflix and 
Twitter have seen big in¬ 
creases in the past year 
or so, Morgan noted that 
long-established tech com¬ 
panies are still holding up 
relatively well. 

Many companies in this 
older crop, including Ya¬ 
hoo Inc., Microsoft, Cisco 
Systems Inc., Hewlett-Pack¬ 
ard Co. and Intel Corp., still 
haven't surpassed their re¬ 
cord highs from the 1990s 
and 2000.

Herbalife shares decline on criminal inquiry news

Herbalife shares plunged 
this weekend after a news 
report linked the diet sup¬ 
plements company to a 
criminal investigation. 

The Financial Times report¬ 
ed that federal prosecutors 
and the FBI were scrutiniz¬ 
ing Herbalife, news that ig¬ 
nited a sell-off in Herbalife 
shares. The stock finished 
the day down nearly 14 
percent at $51.48. 

The hedge fund manager 
William A. Ackman has 


staked a billion-dollar bet 
that the company is a pyr¬ 
amid scheme. 

But it is unclear whether the 
FBI investigation has gained 
much momentum. An of¬ 
ficial briefed on the mat¬ 
ter told The New York Times 
that the inquiry had con¬ 
tinued for several months 
without Herbalife receiving 
a subpoena. It is possible, 
the official said, that the 
authorities will close the 
case without taking action 
against Herbalife. 

For its part, Herbalife cast 
some additional doubt, 


saying that it was unaware 
of any criminal inquiry. It 
would be somewhat un¬ 
usual for authorities not to 
contact a company if a 
monthlong criminal inves¬ 
tigation had yielded major 
breakthroughs. 

“We have no knowledge of 
any ongoing investigation 
by the DOJ or the FBI, and 
we have not received any 
formal nor informal request 
for information from either 
agency,” Herbalife said 
in a statement. “Herbalife 
does not intend to make 
any additional comments 


regarding this matter unless 
and until there are material 
developments.” 

The criminal inquiry coin¬ 
cides with civil investiga¬ 
tions by the Securities and 
Exchange Commission and 
the Federal Trade Com¬ 
mission. Both regulatory 
agencies, which face a 
lower burden of proof than 
criminal authorities, could 
fine Herbalife if they con¬ 
clude its marketing prac¬ 
tices amount to a pyramid 
scheme. 

The investigations are fo¬ 
cused on Herbalife’s direct- 


selling business model. The 
company distributes its diet 
shakes, supplements and 
other products through a 
network of sales represen¬ 
tatives. 

To show that it is operating 
within the law, Herbalife 
might have to demonstrate 
that it sells a majority of its 
products outside the sales 
network to consumers. If 
authorities conclude that 
the bulk of Herbalife’s reve¬ 
nue is derived from recruit¬ 
ing rather than sales, then 
the company could face a

The fact that so many start¬ 
ups have jumped into this 
space speaks to a problem 
with a basic business mod¬ 
el that has plagued the fi¬ 
nancial advice industry for 
decades.

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NASA approves space station supply launch

CAPE CANAVERAL, Flori¬ 
da (AP) — NASA is press¬ 
ing ahead with Monday’s 
planned launch of a sup¬ 
ply ship despite a critical 
computer outage at the 
International Space Sta¬ 
tion, determining the situa¬ 
tion is safe. 

Mission managers decided 
Sunday to proceed with 
the countdown for the 
SpaceX Dragon capsule, 
already a month late in de¬ 
livering more than 2 tons of 
cargo. 

“We're good to go,” said 
NASA space station pro¬ 
gram manager Mike Suf- 
fredini. 

Suffredini noted the many 
important supplies aboard 
the Dragon, including a 
new spacesuit and re¬ 
pair parts for the older 
spacesuits already in orbit. 
Much-needed food is also 
packed away. 

“There’s a certain amount 
of urgency to go ahead 
and get these vehicles” at 
the space station, Suffredi¬ 
ni told reporters. These ship¬ 
ments have to fit around 
other space station opera¬ 
tions, like crew comings 
and goings. 

“Things start to bunch 
up,” Suffredini said, “and 
so we’re just trying to fly 
as soon as we safely can, 
which is what we believe 
we’re doing.” 

This backup computer, lo¬ 
cated on the outside of 
the space station, mysteri¬ 


ously failed to work when 
activated Friday. The main 
computer kept operat¬ 
ing perfectly, and the six- 
man crew was never in 
any danger. NASA debat¬ 
ed whether to delay the 
SpaceX mission and, on 
Sunday, determined the 
station has sufficient redun¬ 
dancy to safely support 
the visiting vessel. 

A spacewalk will be re¬ 
quired, meanwhile, to re¬ 
place the bad computer. 
Engineers don’t know why 
it failed. 

Suffredini said the space- 
walk will be conducted 
by a pair of astronauts on 
April 22, using suits outfitted 
with new fan components 


to avoid the near-disaster 
that occurred last summer. 
An Italian astronaut almost 
drowned when his helmet 
flooded with water from 
the suit’s cooling system. 

An April 22 spacewalk will 
give SpaceX two chances 
to get its unmanned Drag¬ 
on capsule flying. Good 
weather is forecast for Mon¬ 
day’s 4:58 p.m. (2058 GMT) 
launch. If that doesn't work.

Most reliable 
evidence from early Christi¬ 
anity is silent on Jesus' mari¬ 
tal status. King added. 

If anything, she says, the 
papyrus provides insight 
into early Christianity’s de¬ 
bates over family life. 

“Early Christians were ex¬ 
tremely interested in wheth¬ 
er or not they should marry 
or be celibate or whether it 
was OK to have a family or 
whether one should remain 
virginal,” King said. 
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With $41.4M, ‘Captain America’ holds off ‘Rio 2’

NEW YORK (AP) — “Cap¬ 
tain America” continued 
to flex its Marvel muscle at 
the global box office, as 
“The Winter Soldier" took in 
$41.4 million domestically 
and $60.6 million overseas. 
The strong second-week 
performance for the Walt 
Disney release in North 
America was enough to 
narrowly edge 20th Centu¬ 
ry Fox’s “Rio 2” in a spring¬ 
time battle of sequels. The 
animated Amazon jungle 
tale “Rio 2” debuted with 
$39 million, according to 
studio estimates Sunday, 
almost exactly the opening 
weekend total of the 2011 
Oscar-nominated original. 
But “Captain America” 
has grown considerably in 
stature since its 2011 origi¬ 
nal, “The First Avenger.” 
With a global cumulative 
total of nearly $477 million, 
“The Winter Soldier" has (in 
two weeks domestically, 
three weeks internation¬ 
ally) easily surpassed the 
$370 million total of “The 
First Avenger.” 

For a superhero whose 
costume is draped with the 
U.S. flag. Captain America 
(played by Chris Evans) 
has proven particularly 
popular abroad. The inter¬ 
national appeal of such a 
traditionally patriot figure 
was once doubted. 

“The traditional rules just 
don’t apply anymore. It’s 
really about that Marvel 
brand,” said Paul Derga- 
rabedian, senior media an¬ 
alyst for box-office tracker 
Rentrak. “’Captain Ameri¬ 
ca’ can play in Peoria just 
as well as Plong Kong.” 

Two other new releases 
opened in a distant third 
and fourth place. 

The low-budget supernatu¬ 
ral horror film “Oculus” fook 
in $12 million for Relativity 
Media.

Day," starring Kevin Cost¬ 
ner and directed by Ivan 
Reitman, debuted weakly 
with $9.8 million. Made with 
the cooperation of the Na¬ 
tional Football League, the 
Lionsgate release is the 
second movie this year, 
along with the thriller “3 
Days to Kill,” to attempt 
to restore the 59-year-old 
Costner to leading man 
status. 

The overall box office for 
fhe year is up more than 7 
percent over 2013’s record 
box-office haul. The month 
of April has been propelled 
especially by the summer- 
style release of “The Winter 
Soldier” and a number of 
less likely successes.

When it comes to health reform. 
Republicans suffer from delu¬ 
sions of disaster. They know, just 
know, that the Affordable Care 
Act is doomed to utter failure, 
so failure is whaf fhey see, never 
mind the facts on the ground. 
Thus, on Tuesday, Mitch McCon¬ 
nell, the Senate minority leader, 
dismissed the push for pay eq¬ 
uity as an attempt to “change 
the subject from the nightmare 
of Obamacare”; on fhe same 
day, the nonpartisan RAND 
Corp. released a study estimat¬ 
ing “a net gain of 9.3 million in 
the number of American adults 
with health insurance coverage 
from September 2013 to mid- 
March 2014.’’ Some nightmare. 
And the overall gain, including 
children and those who signed 
up during the late-March enroll¬ 
ment surge, must be consider¬ 
ably larger. But while Obam¬ 
acare is looking like anything 
but a nightmare, there are in¬ 
deed some nightmarish things 
happening on the health care 
front. For it turns out that there’s 
a startling ugliness of spirit 
abroad in modern America - 
and health reform has brought 
that ugliness out into the open. 
Let’s start with the good news 
about reform, which keeps 
coming in. First, there was the 
amazing come-from-behind 
surge in enrollments. Then there 
were a series of surveys - from 
Gallup, the Urban Institute, and 
RAND - all suggesting large 
gains in coverage. Taken indi¬ 
vidually, any one of these indi¬ 
cators might be dismissed as an 
outlier, but taken together they 
paint an unmistakable picture 
of major progress. 

But wait: What about all the 
people who lost their policies 
thanks to Obamacare? The an¬ 
swer is that this looks more than 
ever like a relatively small issue 
hyped by right-wing propagan¬ 
da. RAND finds that fewer than 
1 million people who previously 
had individual insurance be¬ 
came uninsured - and many of 
those transitions, one guesses, 
had nothing to do with Obam¬ 
acare. It’s worth noting that, so 
far, not one of fhe supposed 
horror stories touted in Koch- 
backed anti-reform advertise¬ 
ments has stood up to scrutiny, 
suggesting that real horror sto¬ 
ries are rare. 

It will be months before we have 
a full picture, but it’s clear that 
the number of uninsured Ameri¬ 
cans has already dropped sig¬ 
nificantly - not least in McCon- 
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nell’s home state. It appears 
that around 40 percent of Ken¬ 
tucky’s uninsured population 
has gained coverage, and we 
can expect a lot more people 
to sign up next year. 
Republicans clearly have no 
idea how to respond to these 
developments. They can’t offer 
any real alternative to Obam¬ 
acare, because you can’t 
achieve the good stuff in the 
Affordable Care Acf, like cover¬ 
age for people with pre-existing 
medical conditions, without also 
including the stuff fhey hate, 
the requirement that everyone 
buy insurance and the subsidies 
that make that requirement 
possible. Their political strategy 
has been to talk vaguely about 
replacing reform while waiting 
for its inevitable collapse. And 
what if reform doesn’t collapse? 
They have no idea what to do. 
At the state level, however, 
Republican governors and leg¬ 
islators are still in a position to 
block the act’s expansion of 
Medicaid, denying health care 
to millions of vulnerable Ameri¬ 
cans. And they have seized that 
opportunity with gusto: Most 
Republican-controlled states, 
totaling half the nation, have 
rejected Medicaid expansion. 
And it shows. The number of un¬ 
insured Americans is dropping 
much faster in states accept¬ 
ing Medicaid expansion than in 
states rejecting it. 

What’s amazing about this 
wave of rejection is that it ap¬ 
pears to be motivated by pure 
spite. The federal government is 
prepared to pay for Medicaid 
expansion, so if would cost the 
states nothing, and would, in 
fact, provide an inflow of dol¬ 
lars. Health economist Jona¬ 
than Gruber, one of fhe princi¬ 
pal architects of health reform 
- and normally a very mild-man¬ 
nered guy - recently summed 
it up: The Medicaid-rejection 
states “are willing to sacrifice bil¬ 
lions of dollars of injections into 
their economy in order to pun¬ 
ish poor people. It really is just 
almost awesome in its evilness.” 
Indeed. 

And while supposed Obam¬ 
acare horror stories keep on 
turning out to be false, it’s al¬ 
ready quite easy to find ex¬ 
amples of people who died 
because fheir states refused fo 
expand Medicaid. According 
to one recent study, the death 
toll from Medicaid rejection is 
likely to run between 7,000 and 
17,000 Americans each year. 
But nobody expects to see a lot 
of prominent Republicans de¬ 
claring that rejecting Medicaid 
expansion is wrong, that caring 
for Americans in need is more 
important than scoring politi¬ 
cal points against the Obama 
administration. As I said, there’s 
an extraordinary ugliness of 
spirit abroad in today’s Amer¬ 
ica, which health reform has 
broughf ouf into the open. 

And that revelation, not reform 
itself - which is going pretty 
well - is the real Obamacare 
nightmare.□

Republicans may seem like ulti¬ 
mate Scrooges. Many want to 
slash food stamps, unemploy¬ 
ment benefits and just about any 
program that helps the needy. 

So they know nothing about pov¬ 
erty, right? 

Wrong. Actually, conservatives 
have been proved right about 
three big ideas of social policy. 
Liberals may grimace, but hear 
me out on these points: 

Strong families - Conservatives 
highlight the primacy of family 
and argue that family breakdown 
exacerbates poverty, and they’re 
right. Children raised by single 
parents are three times as likely 
to live in poverty as kids in two- 
parent homes. 

One historic mistake by liberals in 
social policy was the condemna¬ 
tion of Daniel Patrick Moynihan’s 
warning in 1965 of the breakdown 
of the African-American fam¬ 
ily. He wasn’t racist; he was pre¬ 
scient, for the same breakdown 
has since occurred in white-work¬ 
ing-class families as well. 

Yet if Republicans were shown to 
be right in their diagnosis of family 
breakdown as a central problem, 
they have mostly been proved 
wrong in their prescriptions. Partic¬ 
ularly under President George W. 
Bush, millions of dollars were spent 
on marriage promotion initiatives, 
and follow-up studies show that 
overwhelmingly they failed to 
have an effect. Abstinence-only 


sex education is another demon¬ 
strated failure. 

What does work to strengthen 
families and reduce out-of-wed- 
lock births? 

There are no magic wands, but 
family-planning programs have 
reduced unplanned births 
and 70 percent of pregnancies 
among unmarried women under 
30 are unplanned. The Guttmach- 
er Institute calculates that without 
family-planning services, the rate 
of unintended teen pregnancies 
would be 73 percent higher. 

So it’s hard to think of a more anti¬ 
family policy than the closure of 
family-planning clinics in states like 
Texas, or the two-thirds cut (after 
inflation) in the main federal fam¬ 
ily-planning program since 1980. 
That’s a national shame. 

One landmark initiative to help in 
this area is the Affordable Care 
Act, which requires insurers to offer 
free long-acting contraceptives 
to all women. Research suggests 
strongly that this will reduce abor¬ 
tions and out-of-wedlock births, 
while strengthening marriage, yet 
Republicans are fighting this man¬ 
date. 

Job Creation - President Ronald 
Reagan was right when he said 
that the best social program is a 
job. Good jobs also strengthen 
families. Evidence has grown that 
jobs are important not only to our 
economic well-being but also to 
self-esteem. Indeed, long-term 
unemployment seems to lead to 
shortened life expectancy. 

Two decades ago. President Bill 
Clinton pushed to “end welfare 
as we know it.” Liberals protested 
that the poor would be devastat¬ 
ed, while conservatives hailed this 
as an avenue out of poverty. In 
retrospect, neither prediction was 
right. Welfare reform pushed the 
poor into jobs, but mostly marginal 
jobs that rarely offered an escala¬ 
tor to the middle class. 

So how do we get good jobs? 
Expansion of the earned-income 
tax credit. Job training for people 
coming out of prison. Reduced in¬ 
carceration, since a prison record 
makes people less employable. 
Subsidies to hire the long-term un¬ 
employed. Vocational programs 
like Career Academies. 

Yet these are the kinds of social 
policies that Democrats tend to 


embrace and Republicans are 
leery of. 

School reform - Republicans were 
right to blow the whistle on broken 
school systems, for education in 
inner-city schools is the civil rights 
issue of the 21st century. Demo¬ 
crats, in cahoots with teachers’ 
unions and protective of a dys¬ 
functional system, were long part 
of the problem. 

Bravo to Republicans for protest¬ 
ing that teachers’ unions were 
sometimes protecting disastrous 
teachers (including, in New York 
City, one who passed out drunk in 
her classroom, with even the prin¬ 
cipal unable to rouse her). Like¬ 
wise, some of the most successful 
schools in the inner cities have 
been charters in the Knowledge 
Is Power Program, showing what 
is possible even in troubled cities. 
Yet Democrats, led by President 
Barack Obama and Educa¬ 
tion Secretary Arne Duncan, are 
coming around, and teachers’ 
unions have moderated. Repub¬ 
licans sometimes suggest that 
our biggest educational problem 
is teachers’ unions themselves. 
That’s absurd. States with strong 
teachers’ unions in the North 
like Massachusetts have better 
schools than states in the South 
with weak unions. 

Meanwhile, one of the most im¬ 
portant evidence-backed school 
reforms is public preschool and 
home visitation for disadvantaged 
kids, yet Republicans are blocking 
any national move to universal 
prekindergarten (even though Re¬ 
publican-led states like Oklahoma 
are leaders in pre-K). 

So, come on. Republicans! You’ve 
highlighted enduring truths about 
the importance of family, jobs and 
school reform. 

But, while your diagnoses deserve 
respectful consideration, your 
prescriptions have mostly been 
proved wrong. 

One more thing: These aren’t just 
abstract policies. These are ethi¬ 
cal issues, touching on our obliga¬ 
tions to fellow humans. 

If we offer the needy nothing 
but slogans and reprimands - 
“Strengthen your family! Get a 
job! Get an education!” - then our 
anti-poverty programs are a cruel 
joke, as bankrupt as Marie Antoi¬ 
nette’s “Let them eat cake.
